CITY MANAGERS EQR CITIES 
i

! Proposed Law Would Give Third- 
Class Cities Option. 


House bill No. 911 for an optional 
law to permit present third class 
' Missouri cities .also those eligible 
to become third class ,to adopt the 
I “city m anager” form of municipal 
I government, is now pending in the 
house and senate of tile Missouri 
legislatuie. 
lf enacted, on the pe­ 
tition of 25 per cent of the voters 
who voted for mayor at the pre­ 
ceding oitv election, the proposition 
to change from the aldermanic to 
the “city m anager” plan would be 
submitted to the voters and if ap­ 
proved by a majority would be put 
into force. 
Almost 200 American cities have 
already adopted this plan of muni­ 
cipal government which is regard­ 
ed as very much superior to the 
“commission form.” 
This law, if 
enacted, will provide five council­ 
men, to be elected at large, one of 
w hom will be chosen as mayor, and 
th's body will select the “city man­ 
ager,” just as the directors of a 
bank or other business corporation 
select its president who becomes 
the real business manager of the 
corporation. 
The senate and house committees 
on municipal corporations will hold 
hearings on house bill No. 911 Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and night.

Manager .T. M. Ward, of the Seda­ 
lia federal tree employment bureau, 
in his report to State Manager W.
